New Kind of Building Material That 
H Is Cheap And Durable 


| Compressed earth is now being uti- 


construction in Great Britain, a re- 
cent report says. The cost of an 
entire house is, roughly, one-tenth of 
that of a similar structure of brick. 

| Blocks of suitable’earth, rammed 
and compressed, supply splendid mat- 
lerial for the building of houses in rur- 
al districts, leaving the bricks and 
mortar for use in towns where other 
| building materials cannot be.obtained. 

The estimate for the extérior walls 
lof a six-roomed bungalow which has 
been erected, if built of brick, was 
|$1,000. Their cost in earth worked 
out at less than $100 and the work 
was completed in less than a month 
, by two men, 

The walls are eighteen inches thick 
and seem to be hardening to the con- 
‘sistency of a soft sandstone. Although 
they have been built for little more 
than six wecks, they seem already dry 
enough for the house to be habitable. 

The walls are formed of ordinary 
loam, tightly rammed between boards 
which are bolted 18 inches apart, until 
the earth wall is sufficiently hard to 
‘permit of their removal, Another 
course is then erected on top, and so 
on until the wall has reached the full 
|height desired. A thin exterior layer 
lof cement improves the outside ap- 
| pearance, although this is not essen- 
itial. ' 
Wooden blocks are inserted in the 
walls, where it will be necessary to 
fix window frames and floors. Interior 
walls, }dividing the rooms, are made 
from two-inch breeze slabs, composed 
of a mixture of ashes and cement, 
which gives strength and lightness. 
| The bungalow has plenty of cupboard 
space and a bathroom.

Which to Remedy the 
_ Teacher Shortage 


According to exSecretary Lane, of 
the Interior Department, last year in 
this country 143,000 public school tea- 
cherg resigned their places, In Mr, 
Lane’s words, the public school, the 
“greatest bulwark against the spread 
of Bolshevism,” is Aebling, The 
cause lies in the fact that teachers’ 
salaries have riot kept pace with the 
increased cost of living. 

We cannot. blame teachers for leav- 
ing their-places, ‘Their,ability. to pro- 
cure the necessities of life at prevyail- 
ing prices depends on getting a job 
paying considerably more than they 
can hope to get by sticking to school- 
teaching. ¢ / 

And this is not the worst. To the 
nature of things, as Mr, Lane adds, 
it is the ablest and most versatile of 
the teachers who have gone out from 
the schools. 

So far 1920 has only accentuated 
the history of 1919. In Philadelphia, 
for instance, the situation is so bad, 
that in its public schools nearly 100 
substitute teachers are needed; more 
than 5,000 children have been forced 
either to leave school\or to receive 
only part-time instruction, In St. 


Louis about 100 teachers have re- 
signed to enter commercial life and 
in Memphis certainly an equal numb- 
er. In New Orleans the teachers re- 
ceived a 30 percent salary increase in 
February, and their resignations have 
fallen off. The same is-true of San 
Francisco, \ 

In the autumn of 1919 and the win- 
ter of 1920 in New York city, over a 
thousand teachers resigned. By the 
end of February some 3,000 classes 
were teacherless and 118,000 children 
were sent home, In the attempt to 
remedy the teacher shortage in both 
state and city, the Public Education 
Association appointed an influential 
committee of 100 eminent citizens to 
urge the passage of appropriate leg- 
islation. Two salary increase bills 
are before the Icgislature at Albany; 
one of them would increase the high- 
er grade teachers about 20 percent, 
and the lower grade about 40 percent. 
The other would provide not percen- 
tages but flat increases for all teach- 
ers, The minimum salary in the first 
| bill would be $1,400, and in the sec- 
jond $1,600, The Public Education 
Association is supporting the second 
‘bill—New York Outlook. 


Power Resources 
Of British 


Columbia 
‘\ 

One of the Greatest Industrial As- 
sets This Province 
Contains 
ya water power wealth of British 
Columbia, it is said, equal to five Nia- 


garas, is one of the greatest industrial 
Pour- 


ing down from the mountains and 
from the glaciers that'fill: the gorges 
of the northern ranges, comes enough 
water every day to develop electrical 
power equivalent to three million of 
horse-power, ‘This figure is not based 
on flood conditions, but is the estim- 
ate arrived at by government engin- 
eers working during low water seas- 
ons and using a conservative basis of 
estimate. The mighty falls of Niag- 
ara, when all the water that is avail- 
able on the Canadian side has been 
harnessed to the turbine will produce 
only 650,000 horsepower. British Col- 
umbia’s mighty rivers and ‘mountain 
torrents, if they are harnessed, could 
supply its homes and industries with 
nearly five times as much power. 
When it is remembered that only 
123,000 electric horsepower can be de- 
veloped by the plants which are at 
a supplying Vancouver, New 
Westminster and all the towns of Bri- 
tish Columbia in the vicinity ‘with 
power which drives the motors in the 
mills and factories, propels the street 
ears along the city streets and far out 
into the country, provides lights for 
the city’s streets and homes, and the 
heat for the up-to-date kitchens, it 
will be casily understood that the to- 
tal water power available in the prov- 
ince is sufficient to provide, power, 
light and heat for 40 citics and indus- 
trial centres of the size of Greater 
Vancouver and New Westminster all 
combined. British Columbia posses- 
ses in the liquid wealth that pours 
down from the hill the equivalent to 
five Niagaras, with all that this means 
for the future of the province indus- 
trially when these waters are harnes- 
sed and turned to the needs of men,

Exchange and Production 


Accurate Barometer.Of International 
Trade Situation 

The fluctuating rate of exchange, 
inconvenient as it may be, is on the 
whgle, an accurate barometer of the 
interMfational trade situation. 

A dollar bill is only a promise to 
pay and is valueless unless redeem- 
able. Gold, however, is not the only 
commodity with which it can be hon- 
ored, It can be redeemed with wheat, 
pulp, paper, lumber, fish, coal, any- 
thing at all of which the country is- 
suing. the note produces a surplus for 
export. The way to right adverse 
exchange is to speed up production, 
so that we can pay for all the goods 
imported with other goods exported. 
Retrenchment, that is, cutting down 
expenditures on unnecessary articles 
of luxury, will help.

Motor Car is Now Classed As An 
“Economy” 

One combination which is showing 
teal team work in slashing at the 
high cost of living is the automobile 
and the improved condition of high- 
ways. Years ago an automobile was 
purely a luxury, later it became a 
necessity, and now it is a real econ- 
omy, By means of it the city dwel- 
ler is enabled to live outside of the 
high rent districts without sacrificing 
valuable business hours, 

Furthermore, he can now live where 
he can raise his own garden and laugh 
at the soaring prices of food products. 
Recreation and clean, pure, health- 
giving aig are provided for himself 
and the whole family, 

The farmer who formerly had to 
plan his trips to town in order not 
to interrupt his scheduled work, can 
now run into town on a minute’s no- 
tice to get needed supplies or for a 
bit of recreation. Instead of being 
hours from town he is now but a 
few minutes, It is just as good as 
moving closer, 

In order that it be a real economy 
of course, the motor car must also be 
economically operated, and heretofore 
owners have been forced to decide 
between economy and luxury in 
choosing a motor car. 


To Explore Hinterland 


Exploration Party Starts on A Long 
Tour of Far North 

Further exploration of Canada’s far 
north will be wndertaken this summer 
by a Dominion government expedi- 
tion which left Winnipeg yesterday 
under the leadership of F. H. Kitto, 
of the natural resources intelligence 
branch, department of the interior, 
Ottawa. 

It was estimated that the party 
will travel roughly 4,000 miles from 
Winnipeg and return, following the 
various waterways northward to the 
divide between the Mackenzie and 
Yukon basins, via the Porcupine Riv- 
er to Yukon and Dawson City and 
thence down to Vancouver. Mr, Kit- 
to will make a side trip into the buf- 
falo country at Fort Fitzgerald to 
report on conditions there. He will 
also report on the most northerly 
road in Canada, a vehicular road 16 
miles in length, which the Dominion 
and Alberta governments are build- 
ing jointly, from Fort Fitzgerald to 
Fort Smith, It follows a trail which 
has been in use for hundreds of years, 
having been travelled in 1778 by the 
discoverer of the Makenzie River, 
Another official purpose of his visit 
will be to look into mining properties 
at Stewart Lake, He-expects to re- 
turn to Winnipeg in September, — 
Free Press.

Our Straw Stacks 


Increasing Values of Products Make 
Utilization of Western 
Straw Feasible 

Burning straw-stacks are a familiar 
sight to the Western traveller, At 
present there is seemingly no other 
method of disposing of this by-prod- 
uct of the grain harvest. - 

Investigations as to the possibility 
of using the straw as a raw material 
in manufacture were undertaken some 
years ago by different interests, but 
the same conclusion was reached in 
each case, The cogt of transporting 
the straw to a central point was more 
than the traffic would bear, the cost 
of manufacturing precluded competi- 
tion in the open market, and, conse- 
quently, the use of the western straw 
under the transportation handicap is 
not a commercial proposition, This 
was especially the case in the manu- 
facture of strawboard. In 1913 straw 
board prices ranged from $25, to $26 
per ton, There was little demand for 
this product in the west, and, at the 
above price, it could not compete in 
the tast, One leading eastern paper 
industry which, some years, ago, care- 
fully considered the possibilities of es- 
ablishing a strawboard plant in the 
West, recently stated that, under pre- 
line conditions, with strawboard sel- 


ling at $85 to $90 a ton, such a fac- 
tory could be made a profitable in- 
dustry, 

The rising cost and secessity for 
conserving our pulpwood supply sug- 
gest that any material capable of be- 
ing used as a substitute should be.de- 
veloped, Strawboard is a short-fibred 
material and is unsuitable where 
strength_and folding qualities are re- 
quired, but there are many uses for 
which it is entirely satisfactory. In 
1918 Canada imported 4,850 tons of 
strawboard, equal to the output of-a 
mill producing 15 tons per day. 

Non-Canadians manufactured the 
strawboard we imported; we paid 
them for doing so, while wo Surned 
our own straw. 
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The Shelter Beli 


Ill Effects of Wind on Crops, Live- 
stock and Personal 
Comfort . ; 

The value of the shelter afforded 
by trees on a farm is not fully ap- 
preciated. . Too frequently the settlers 
in a wooded district are not satisfied 
until all the trees are removed, and 
only when the country becomes gen- 
erally cleared and the soil loosened 
up by cultivation do they realize the 
ill effects of the-wind on their crops, 
live stock and personal comfort. 
Many who have made this mistake 
have later had to resort to planting 
and to wait several years to replace 
the shelter which nature had provid- 
ed. Belts of trees, judiciously placed, 
protect the soil from drifting and 
drying, afford desirable shade for 
stock, especially for young animals, 
and make it possible to grow many 
fruit trees and ornamental plants that 
cannot otherwise be grown in the 
open, This is especially true in the 
Prairie provinces. The production of 
fuel can be made an important func- 
tion of the shelter belt, without re- 
ducing its value as a wird-break, 

Settlers, especially in the wooded 
portion of the prairie provinces and 
northern Ontario, should be strongly 
advised to leave strips of bush at least 
along the western sides of their farms 
unless other locations are more suit- 
able to the topography. Shelter belts 
should also be left around the build- 
ings and gardens. A space of at-least 
1200 feet should be left between the 
shelter belt and the buildings to pre- 
vent the drifting of snow around the 
buildings. 


To Fight Hopper Pest 


United Farmers’ of Alberta Pay Spec- 
ial Attention to The 
Question 

The United Farmers of Alberta are 
paying special attention to the ques- 
tion of the plague of grasshoppers 
that was reported last year in various 
parts of the province, and that organ- 
ization has now received a letter from 
E. H. Strickland, entomologist in 
charge of the Dominion laboratory 
for Alberta, in which he states that 
the outbreak last year was confined 
to the area to the south and west of 
Lethbridge. 

Mr. Strickland states that he is ar- 
ranging with the provincial govern- 
ment for the purchase of material for 
carrying on an active campaign 
should there be an outbreak this 
spring.

For ‘Schools 


School Garden A Big Classroom For 
Outdoor Instruction 


Gardening is systematicaliy carried 
on by the public schools of many Can- 
adian cities as part of the educational 
course, Dr, J. H. Putmian, senior in- 
spector for Ottawa publie schools, in 
the March number of the Agricultural 
Gazette published by the department 
of agriculture at Ottawa, describes the 
system under which this work is done 
in the Capital City, : 
<The school garden is referred to as 
a big class room for outdoor instruc- 
tion in plants and plant life: It has 
many of the possibilities in nfiniature 
of an experimental farm. It has to do

ination and with insect enemies of 
plant life. It shows in a way that 
cannot be questioned the effect spon 
plants of too much or too little sun- 
shine or moisture and the bad effects 
of weeds and the necessity of giving 
a plant plenty of room if we wish to 
secure a high state of development. 
Dr. Putman points out that these 
things would mean nothing to city 
children if recited from books or told 
by teachers. These things taught 
through a garden where the children 
prepare the soil, sow the seeds, and 
care for the plants cannot be without 
good results, / 

In addition to a central garden of 
one acre the Ottawa plan involves the 
organization of home garden clubs, 
each representing a school. In the 
three years, 1917-18 and“1919, about 
1,000 pupils from second*’and. third 
book classes received gardening in- 
struction, The school board paid $40 
to each teacher who managed a club 
garden, Every pupil member was re- 
quired to keep an accurate record of 
planting, cultivating and other activi- 
ties. The aim is to grow everything 
possible from seed, Cold frames are 
found to be a valuable addition to the 
equipment, In the central garden, 
instead of giving pupils very small in- 
dividual plots, a plot 22 by 43 feet 
for vegetables and 16 by 20 feet for 
flowers is given to each class, This 
garden is having a permanent peren- 
nial border established which will give 
a succession of bloom as well as ‘an 
opportunity to show the children 
what they may have in their own 
home garden. 


The Farm and the City 


Farm System Must be Brought to A 
State of Efficiency 

During the past month there has 

been an abnormal number of auction 


sales in the country, In most cases 


the reason given for disposing of 
livestock is the lack and high price of 
labor. The procession from the farm 
to the city continues, and it looks as 
though prices of produce will go still 
higher or the quantity will decrease, 
for apparently the returns from farm- 
ing are not as attractive as those of- 
fered by the shops in the cities.) The 
farmer is absolutely necessary to the 
city and either city wages must come 
down or farm prices go up. The farm 
laborers are justified in refusing to 
work from dawn till dark for wages 
below that paid in the cities, and the 
farmer finds himself hard put to get 
help. The farm business must be 
made to pay enough so that-for the 
same number of hours wages on a 
par with the cities can be paid. Farm 
system efficiency must be on a par 
with the factories or unequal condi- 
tions will cause serious complications 
which will affect the whole of Can- 
ada, The day has passed when a 
farmer could keep his sons on the 
farm and work them as hired men

He 
referred to the German government's 
difficulties in getting its decrees obey- 
ed and emphasized that the Germans 


were “a broken-backed people” whose 
actions were convulsive, 

“We have information from Britis! 
officers,” he continued, “that there ic 
famine in the land and that many pso- 
ple get only a'third of needful food.” 
He expressed the conviction that tho 
people of neither Germany for Francc 
wanted militarism, Dealing with the 
Turkish treaty he added little to what 
is already known from M. Millerand’s 
speech, and declared, that neither 
Great Britain, France or Italy was 
able to undertake the mandate for Ar- 
menia becausé that would have in- 
volved heavy military resources for 
a@ great conquest, if the Armeniaiis 
were to have anything more than ¢ 
“paper Armenia.” 

The premier confirmed that ths 
British mandate would include Moc- 
ules and that the conference had re 
affirmed its decision to open trad> 
relations with Russia. ¥ 

If the U.S. found it impossible to 
undertake the responsibility of Arm- 
enia the whole position, the premi¢ 
said, would require reconsideratior. 
and England would have to take « 
share in helping the Armenians to 
equip themselves for their difficult and 
perilous task,

‘Action To Be Taken in the Develop- 
ment of Large Pulp 
Resources 


Prof. R. C, Wallace, commissioner 
of Northern Manitoba, says that com- 
prehensive development in mining, 
lumbering and pulpwood manufac- 
ture are under way in Northern Man- 
itoba, and the big changes are ex- 
pected to the made during the sum- 
mer, 

The Pas Lumber Company, a $1,- 
000,000 concern, has started several 
logging camps in the Carrot River 
district, and the mill at the Pas is 
being enlarged to meet requirements. 
The logs, while cut in Saskatchewan 
territory, are floated down to the Pas 
‘for manufacture into lumber, 

Action is also expected to be taken 
in the dé¢velopment of the large pulp 
resources, An Ottawa syndicate has 
held concessions here for some time. 
Camps will probably be established, 
and water power projects located dur- 
ing the present year. As to mining 
operations, the commi. “gner spoke 
of the development work planned by 
the Flin Flon syndicate. Large num- 
bers of prospectors aré preparing to 
go into the mineral area as soon as 
conditions permit travel. 


A Profitable Exchange 


Iowa Farmer Secures Land in Sas- 
katchewan Without Any 
Expense . 

Owing to the exchange rate be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
an American farmer recently purchas- 
ed a farm near Prince Alberta, which 
cost him absolutely nothing; he had 
sold his farm in Lowa for $300 an 
acre, and on his arrival here, found 
that the existing rate of exchange 
gave him $345 for every $300 he had 
brought over. In this district he 
found a farm that pleased him at $45 
an acre, and after completing his pur- 
chase, had exactly the same amount 
of money in hand for which he sold 
his farm in Iowa, and possessing a 
fine Canadian farm, He has written 
to his friends in the States, and claims 
that his experience is liable to induce 
a great many more mid-western Am- 
erican farmers to take up land in 
Western Canada, 


Abolish Cheese Boards 
As a result of a convention of the 
dairy farmers of the province, the 
cheese producers of Ontario will co- 
operate, and all factories will send 
their shipments to Montreal for sale 
by the Board of Trade there. In this 
way district cheese boards will be ab-

New British AmbaSsador to U.S. Sayc 
Englishmen Have Refused 
To Quarrel 

New York.—Declaring that in thi 
generation there is no quarrel between 
England and Ireland, Sir Auckland 
Geddes, new British ambassador ta 
the United States, asserted on his ar- 
rival in New York that the Irish in 
Ireland should be allowed to grapple 
without outside irfterference. 

Asserting that it takes two to make 
a quarrel, and that the present gener- 
ation of Englishmen had steadfastly 
refused to quarrel with Ireland, he 
said that when the new home rule 
bill- becomes operative, it will be the 
duty of all British subjects who are 
not domiciled in Ireland to stand aside 
and leave those who live their to solve 
their problem, 

“I venture to add,” Sir Auckland 
continued, “that it will also be help- 
ful if the many in all parts of the 
world who are not British subjects 
but are interested in Ircland, likewise 
stand aside and leave the Irish to 
grapple with their own political diffi- 
culties,” 

Sir Auckland also referred to the 
Russian situation, stating that until 
Russia returns to the cicrle of pro- 
ducing and trading nations, economic 
conditions of the world and the cost 
of living cannot be placed on a nor- 
mal footing anywhere. He added that 
the United States and Great Britain 
were in cordial consultation on the 
question of reopening trade with that 
country,
